Surprising Confession 

The government had not taken suffi¬ 
ciently seriously the criticisms of Its 
land policy when these were made, was 
the rather surprising confession of this 
responsible minister of the crown, and 
Its failure to come out at the right time 
*ltb th m tuj-ta wnmnir Tw in 
ag« now, he added. Incidentally Mr. 
.Ross admitted that wherever Mr. 
Brewster*§ voice was heard his Influ¬ 
ence was felt. Fmm 1904 to the close 
of 1915, he said, tbs actual amount of 
land which had been crown-granted 
was 2,000.000 acres, and another 2.709.0U© 
acres the- government had agreed to j 
sell, but ix was not fully paid for. On 
asms of -it there had keen peid h > k» 
acre, but on most of It 50 cents an acre i 
had b*«n paid. A year or so ago he 
*1 ven the total amount «»f land dis¬ 
posed of as 6,»p,poo acres, which was 
an error, fhe discrepancy being ex¬ 
plained by the difference found In th** I 
area after surveys were made. There 1 
were *00.000 acres not yet surveyed and 
doubtteas there would he a shortage 
found there also. For these lands ap¬ 
proximately 99.500.000 had been re¬ 
ceived on account of the purchase 
price, exclusive of Interest. The un¬ 
paid balance was approximately im 
equal sum. This represented the enor;* 
mlty. of the government's offences in 
the matter of land sales. In other 
words. If the unpaid balance was never 
paid the land reverted to the govern¬ 
ment and was useful for any purport. 

“At what, time do you expect that 
reversion?*' asked Mr. Brewster. 

Mr. Ross went off tnto a disquisition 
on the attitude of leniency adopted 
throughout Canada towards debtors 
since the war, anA held that It was 
good business to be lenient. He went 
on to say that the government had be¬ 
tween two and three million acres sur¬ 
veyed and ready for pr^-emptlon. 

Again Mr. Brewster »P-*U-d an Im¬ 
pressive period by asking: "how ac- 
rc oa s tbl e is it?" The minister was taken 
at i disadvantage, and was not ready 
with any satisfactory answer, tt was 
rather p hard question for him to reply- 
i»rhr«W; He vnttid not «y It was 
all on Vancouver Island or within ten 
miles of Vancouver, but with raWway 
facilities tt was Just as accessible as 
ordinary land In British Columbia. The 
minister proceeded to speak of the tim¬ 
ber and coal Iqmls alienated, with the 
same quibble-as to "alienation**
